Do you 
see that multitude of Hindus? 200,000,- 
000. Their gods out-number the men and 
women in India. They are for the most 
part incarnations of evil deeds, evr?rl 
thoughts and unspeakable wickedness. _ It 
is one thing to read of idolatry; it is an- 
other thing to live in its midst. 

Mohammedans. come -next. Proud and 
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firm in their belief, 60,000,000 voices shout, 

“There is no God but God and Mohammed 
is His prophet?” 

Following ‘are the “low castes;” ignor- 
ant, poor and despised, yet Jesus died for 
even these. Theirs is. a door wide open. 
One missionary tells us that in his dis- | 
trict 80,000 of these are ready to be taught. 

Why pray for more open doors until the 
open docrs are entered? 

We have seem them all. Now they come 
again in other groups. The blind 300,000. 
They represent the 300,000,000 who are 
spiritually blind. The deaf, those who will 
not hear. Jesus came to open the eyes 
of the blind, and to cause the deaf to hear. 

Every fifth one who passes by is a 
woman; lovable and loving women who 
win us and hold us close to India. 40,000,000 
are shut fast in the*zenanas. No glimpse, 
save stolen ones, of the outside world. 25,- 
000,000 are widows, condemned to a life 
of degradation and privation. Sad is the 
fate of a widow older in years; but there 
are the 300,000 under 15 years of age, 100,- 
000 under 10 years and’ 20,000 under 5 years 
—mere babies condemned to a life of fasting, 
cruelty and woe. 

Hard is their fate, but even worse than 
this is the life of 150,000 dancing girls 
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who are in the power of evil men with 
evil desires. It seems that one could 
look no longer. But the little ones now 
come crowding before us; 115,000,000 of 
the little ones whom Jesus took in His 
arms and blessed. 

Are you like Jesus? Are you moved with 
compassion? 

“In every 100, 99 are not Christians; 
while one soul has’ the vgift of eternal 
life, ninety and nine are in the way of 
destruction. He was moved _ with com- 
passion. What have you done today for 
the Friend who shed His blood for India? 

Now read another number. Read it again 
and again.

of these are the special province of the 
United Presbyterian -Church. If you do - 
not reach them, nobody else will. What 
have you done as your share? Jesus 
had compassion and told us to pray that 
laborers be sent into the harvest but those 
to whom he spoke weré men who had left 
all and were following Him. They did bear 
witness for Him unto the “uttermost part” 
of the known world at that time and also 
sealed their message with their blood. 

Opportunities are simply unlimited these 
days in India. Each missionary and the

assistant find every moment occupied and 
yet each sees many pass by unreached. We 
are not discouraged. We praise God for 
what has been done. 

The ones and twos are coming to our 
help. The doors are open for the tens and 
twenties. One lady alone in a city of 
100,000! Two ladies in-a district of 900,000 
and not over twenty professed followers in 
both places! In every district we pass vil- 
lages into which we do not enter. We see 
hundreds of people to whom the message is 
not given. In every city we pass are doors 
which are not opened by us. Not because 
these would not hear, but because it is a 
physical impossibility for the missionary. 
Many who hear, receive but one message 
a year. How long, then, will it take a wom 
an to get a sufficient knowledge to accept 
or reject the plan of salvation? Hach year 
we thus pass through our districts touching 
a village here and there, then sometimes 
only a vortion where the few Christians live 
leaving untouched the many hundreds. Ev-- 
ery year at annual meeting we must re-ar- 
range our present foree of workers to try 
and meet the most urgent calls. Hospitals 
must have helpers or they will be clcsed. 
Schools must have superintendents if they 
continue. Sickness weakens our force and 
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sends a worker home. Death entered our 
circle last year and Miss Fulton laid down 
her burden to hear His “Well done” yond- 
_er. 

Every hour in India 1200 souls pass into 
eternity. The great majority are out in 
the rural communities where the numbers 
are too great for the preseut missionary 
force to reach, 

Meanwhile in the homeland you are sing- 
ing: 

““Kaith’s utmost bounds shall hear and turn, 
All tribes of earth thy worship learn. 
For God the Lord allempire owns 
And rules above all earthly thrones.”’ 

There are plenty to sing. The harvest 
is white; the laborers are few. Is it not 
time for the singers to become laborers? 
Are you content that handfuls go, the one 
here, the one there, at the very best three 
or four in one place, while the greater part 
of His children sing of the time when 
“Earth’s utmost bounds shall hear and 
Sturn.” 

Praise God for the singing. It encourages 
and helps us, but the reapers must come 
to “garner them in.” 

Again we hear the great volume of 
prayer ascending for us and our work. 
We thank and praise God for this. Many 
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times we would faint were it not that His 
promises are sure and He hears those who 
call on Him. We would not have one prayer 
less. “Those who pray take a living and 
real share in the work, just as Moses did 
upon the mount when Joshua and his army 
were fighting the Amalekites in the valley, 
There were the thousands in the valley 
fighting and only three on the mountain. 
Nowadays the thousands get on the moun- 
tains to pray, and send three to fight the 
Amalekites in the valley.” 

Christ says to those who obey His com- 
mand, ‘“‘Lo, I am with you.” He pledges .wis- 
dom and help and power. The fact that He 
commands is evidence that we can obey if - 
we will. He bid the lame man walk and 
then gave him strength to walk. 

Come into the utterpart and Christ 
comes with you. He is a partner with 
you. He gives “Almighty wisdom, almighty 
power to the enterprise: implicit obedience, 
unhesitating self-denial, personal holiness, 
a readiness to suffer for His sake are yours 
to give.” 

“Whatsoever He’ saith unto you do it.” 


WE CAN DO IT IF WE WILL. 
If we were ready to give and sacrifice 
in accordance with our talk and prayers, 
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we could easily carry the gospel message 
and place Christian institutions within 
the reach of every child of India inside of 
TWENTY YEARS. The last census of 
India numbered 300,000,000 human beings, 
and was taken within the twenty-four 
‘hours of one day. During that day the 
name, age, race, religion and a multitude 
of other things were written down for 
every individual in that vast empire. It 
was not an impossible task by any means, 
‘its success depending upon a purpose to 
accomplish the end aimed at, a plan that 
would make it possible, and a_ united 
effort upon the part of all to whom the task 
“was committed. 

With proper financial backing, and con- 
secrated men and women ready for the 
work, a missionary home could be planted 
in every section of India, so that for every 
twenty-five thousand souls there should be 
at least one Christian missionary family, 
and a single woman devoted to their edu- 
cation and Christianization. In eight years 
the language could be learned, and every 
one of the twenty-five thousand could be 
seen and spoken to by the missionaries 
themselves, and in twenty years, with the 
aid of native Christian teachers, catechists, 
evangelists and preachers, (thousands of 
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whom are now ready,) the personal claims 
of the gospel could be brought home re- 
peatedly to every: individual soul. This 
number of native workers could be rapidly 
increased from the more than one hundred 
thousand pupils at present in the Christian 
seminaries, colleges and schools of India.

If men and money were forth-coming from 
America alone, India could be given gospel 
institutions in twenty years, sufficient fcr 
its evangelization without departing fron 
the new methods now used, or changing in 
any particular, the well established princi- 
ples of mission work.—Extracts from Inter- 
collegian.
